Judge Makes Ruling in Denying 
Federal League’s Suit to Win 
Killifer From Philadelphia. 


PLAINTIFF IS CRITICISED 


Judge Attacks its Conduct and 
Says It Came Into Court With 
Hands That Were Not Clean. 


By Associated Press. 

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., April 10.— 
Judge Clarence W. Sessions in the Unit- 
ed States District Court today denied 
the application of the Chicago Federal 
League Club for an injunction enjoining 
Catcher William Killifer Jr. from play- 


ing witb the Philadelphia Nationa! 


League. 

The Judge denied the application on 
the grounds that the Chicago (Federal 
League) club did not. come into court 
“with clean hands.’ 

The devigsion alse holds the reserve 
c'ause is not valid. 

It declares the contract of Jan. 8, 
1914, by which Killifer agreed to piay 
with the Chicago (Federal League) clup. 
and the contract of Jan. 2, which he 
wade upon jumping back to the Phila- 
delphia (National League) club, are, ‘‘in 
form, valid and binding upon the parties 
thereto.”’ 

Killifer is scored for making the con- 
acts, the decision reading: 

“This record shows that the de- 
fondant, Killifer is a baseball'player 
of unique, exceptional and extraor- 
dinary skill and expertness. 

Court Scores Killifer. 

“Unfortunately the record also shows 
that he is a person upon whose pledged 
word little or no reliance can be placed 
and who for gain to himself neither 
scruples nor hesitates to disregard and 
vio'nte hie express engagements anid 
agreements.” 

After conceding the validity of the 
two 1914 contracts the decision gues 
on to gay: 

“The questions here presented and 
requiring consideration are these: 

“FTIRST—Are the provisions of the 
1918 contract between the defendants 
relative to the reservation of thé 
player for the succeednig season 
valid and enforceable? And, 

“SECOND—Are the plaintiffs by 
their own conduct barred from seek- 


: ing relief in a court of equity? 


“The leading authorities, with pos- 
sibly one exception, are agreed that 
2xecutury coutracts of this nature 
can neither Le enforced in equity nor 
form the basis of an action at law to 
recover damages for their breach. 
The reasens for the decision are that 
such contracts are lacking in  the2 
necessary qualities of definiteness, 
certainty and mutuality. 

“The 1913 contract between these 
defendants, relative to the reserv:- 
tion of the defendant Killifer for the 
foason of 1914, is lacking inp al) of 
these essential elements. It is wholly 
uncertain and Indefinite with respect 
to salary and also with respect to 
terms and conditions of the proposed 
employment. 

“Tt is nothing more than a contract to 
enter into a contract in the future, 
if the parties can then agree tu a con- 
tract. 

“Although it ig founded upoo suf- 
ficient consideration, it lacks mu- 
tuality. 

“The Philadelphia club may termi- 
nate it any time upon ten days’ notice. 
while the other party has no such 
option and ie beund during the entire 
contract period.. 

“A contract existe; but if broken by 
either party, the uther is remediles. 
because the cuurta are helplese either 
to enforce tte performance or to 
awerd damages for its breach.

LEOPARD BALKS AT 
WALKING A TIGHT 
RUPE, CLAWS 2 MEN 


Animal Attacks Two Trainers 
Successively in a Rehearsal 
at the Coliseum. 


Emil Schweyer and Leon Blonden, 
trainers in the Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir- 
cus at the Coliseum, were successively 
attacked and clawed in the Coliseum 
arena, Friday, by a leopard which they 
were trying to train to walk a .-tight 
rope. 

The leopard is 15 years old, and is the 
vldest and largest of the big spotted 
cats in the Hagenbeck collection. It is 
not only hard, but dangerous, to teach 
an old leopard new tricks, but Schweyer, 
the chief trainer, gave the lesson a vig- 
orsus start when he drove three leop- 
ards out of their cage, behind the 
scenes, into the long wooden TURE 
whictr leads to the arena. 

Attack in the Tunnel. 

The inclosed wooden runway forms 34 
tunnel, and two of the leopards loped 
along through this tunnel, at the train- 
éer’s command. But the oldest, loitering 
behind, sprang at the trainer, who was 
bending toward him in the low passage- 
way. Schweyer beat the leopard with 
the butt of his whip, and the animal 
ran on into the exhibition cage. 

The crowd waiting around the exhibi- 
tion cage for the rehearsal saw nothing 
of this encounter, but they saw, an43 
yelled with alarm when, after the train- 
er had entered the cage, the levpard 
sprang on him. Schweyer, at that mo- 
ment, was trying te make the Icopard 
walk out upon the rope, which was 
stretched between two of the high 
stools on which the performing animals 
sit. 

Claws Priven Into Arm. 

The claws were driven into the train- 
er’s left arm and Schweyer was stag- 
gering backward when Blonden, the as 
sistant trainer, sprang to the rescue 
with a whip in one hand and a chair in 
the other. He knucked the leopard 
away from Schweyer with the butt of 
the whip, and at the same time protect- 
ed himself with the lege of the chair. 

Schweyer went out to get his wound 
dressed at the Washington University 
Hospital, and the rehearsal crowd, a 
part of which had run toward the doors, 
gathered again to see Blonden put the 
leopard through the new stunt. 

Blonden watched the animal closely, 
but while he was giving an order to an- 
ether of the trio the old animal reached 
out and siceswiped him, tearing his lef: 
arm and his left lege. Blonden followed 
his chief to the hospital operating roon:. 
He found the surgeons taking l 
stitches in SchweYer's arm. 

The leopards were driven back for the 
time, and the polar bears, which are 
more docile, were rehearsed in their 
part. 

A man who said he was an agent o‘ 
the Humane Society, but who showed no 
proof of this, objected to the way in 
which the animale were treated. He was 
told ‘to leave the building.

Sued by the Thomas Ferrenbach Gro- 
Eighteenth street and Frank- 
lin dvenue, for the bill of $150, he is 
goirg to wipe out the deot by completing 


a sculptured relief portrait of Thomas 
Ferrenbach, fminder of the company, 
who died about three years ago. An 
agreement was made between him and 
FPerrenbach tefore the grocer’s death, 
he said, that he was to make the por- 
trait as payment for his bill. After the 
Ceath he had delayed the work for va- 
tious reasons, he explained. 

The company has filed suit against 
Bringhurst in Justice Krueger’s cuourt 
for the amount alleged to be the wal- 
ance due on a Dill of $225, which, ac- 
cording to the petition, had been out- 
standing ‘‘a long time.”’ 

Wants His Vases Back. 

Bringhurst says he will complete and 
turn over to the grocery company the 
sculptured portrait of its founder, in 
accordance with tne agreewent, 

As a condition to delivering the por- 
trait, he says, he will insist that mem- 
lers of the Ferrenbach family return to 
him several art vases which he says 
they tock from his studio with his con- 
sent as security for the grocery Pill. 
says the vases are of sufficient value to 
wipe out his entire original indebted- 
ness of $225. 

A lewer valuation is put upon the 
vanes in the memorandum filed with the 
Ferrenbach @ompany’s suit. They are 
ae there as being worth nae 
~ “Se epon's Ca tt a 
Frank B. Ruhr, attorney for hr ween 
renbach company, told a reporter that in 
the last two years Bringhurst had paid 
*0 in cash and the $25 worth of art 
vases, leaving a balance of $150. 

When Bringhurst was seen at his 
studio by a reporter l'riday he was 
working on the Ferrenbach portrait, 

“Please don't call this a bust,’ he 
said. “It ts an alto relief.’’ 


Pottery Venture Failed. 

As Bringhurst figures, he already has 
done $14 worth of work on the portrait, 
vor enough to wipe out two-thirds of his 
erocery bill, and he says it will take 
him about two months longer to fin- 
ish it. 

“T would bave completed the portrait 
long ago, but for the indifference of the 
Ferrenbach family,’ he sald. “Until re- 
cently they never inquired about it or 
urged me to hasten it. 

‘This grocery bill was contracted 
while I lived at 1802 Locust street, where 
[ conducted the Ozark Pottery Cv. 1 
traded with the Ferrenbach company 
for 20 years. About ten years ago my 
pottery venture failed and I was on the 
verge of bankruptcy. The bill on which 
1 am being sued was contracted since 
Lhen. 


cery Co.,, 


Owed the Company 8225. 

“Tl am surprised to learn that @ suit 
has Leen filed against me. Several years 
ago IT went to Mr. Ferrenbach and ex- 
plained matters to him. I then owed 
his company $22. He agreed to let 
me make a relief portrait of him in 
payment of the bill. I prepared to be- 
gin the work, and then he died. I con- 
sidered the agreement binding and _I 
undertook to make the portrait from a 
photograph which the family furnished 
lo me. 

“Then certain 'unior members of the 
firm came to my studio and carried 
away a number of cerimic vases. I did 
not protest, but I suppcsed they merety 
meant to hold the vases until I had 
finished the sculptured portrait. It was 
my idea that the portrait was to wipe 
out my entire indebtedness of $23. I 
do not recall that I ever paid them 
$0 in cash, though I may have done so 


Lapses Between Inspirations. 

“Tt never considered that the vases 
which they took to apply on the debt. 
They have never given me an account- 
ing for the vases. 

“It is impossible to work continuously 
on a portrait of this kind. In art there 
are long lapses between inspirations.”’ 

Bringhurst showed a copy of a letter 
which he wrote to the Ferrenbach Gro- 
ecery Co., April 1. 

The letter said that, after being put 
aside for work that was more urgent, 
the Ferrenbach portrait had been mis 
placed, but that it had been found anid 
would be completed as quickly as possi- 
ble. It also called attention to the fact 
that two junior members of the Ferren. 
bach company had taken from Bring- 
hurst several art vases for which no 
accounting had been made. 

Recently Bringhurst was appointed ar 
advisory art commissioner of the Pan- 
ama Exposition to be held in San Fran- 
cisco next year. He held a similar 
position at the St. Louis World’s Fair. 
His home is at 21 Yale avenue, Unil-

and survivor of the Missouri Athletic 
Club fire; will recover. his physicians 


said Friday. from the bullet wound in 
his back which Mrs. Etta Cook of 27 
South Euclid avenue, a divorcee, in- 
flicted Thursday in a physician's offi-e 
in the Frisco Building. 

Strauss if in St, John’s Hospital, 
where the bullet was removed Thurs- 
day night. Dr. Frederick Bafley, wnv 
performed the operation, said Strauss 
stood the operation well, was in exéel- 
lent condition, and that there was no 
oecasion for alarm regarding him. 

Mrs. Cook was released at 10:8 p. m. 
on a $1000 bond signed by Sam Weisman, 
a professional bondsman, and approved 
by Judge Clark, after arrangements had 
been made for the bond by her sister, 
Miss Tracy Cromwell. She ergaged ¢« 
lawyer, and: by his advice stopped talk- 
ing about the case. 

In the few hours foliowing the shoot- 
ing, while she was a prisoner in the 
Central District Police Station, she 
talked freely of her act, and said it 
was caused by Strauss’ attempt to break 
an attachment which had: existed be- 
tween them eight years.

This 
letter invited her to join the writer in 
Springfield, and spoke of the possibility 
that he might take her with him on a 
journey of several day’ duration 

She said Strauss had paid her living

Physicians in San Antonio told her the 
journey had been needless, as her 
nealth was not ‘mpaired, Then, she 
said, she began to suspect Strauss was 

trying to get rid of her. She since has 
learned, she said,. that he ‘ntends to 
marry the daughter of a wealthy family, 
which at present te out of the city. 

Strauss has refused to talk about the 
shooting and the only announcement he 
has made is that he will not prosecute 
Mrs. Cook. He said this when he called 
up Police Capt. O’Brien, immediately 
after the shooting. and gave the police 
the firat information of the occurrence.

Frank Moss, former Assistant District 
Attorney, attacking the credibility of two 
witnesses at the trial of Charles Beck- 
er and the gunmen, and an alleged dis- 
crepancy in the decision of the Court of 
Appeals which reversed Becker’s convic- 
tion, were the points about which coun- 
sel for the four gunmen, doomed to die 
on Monday for the murder of Herman 
Hosenhtal, centered their fight today. 
The affidavit, that of “Pinkie” Reo, an 
employe of a Harlem dance hall, who 
swears that he saw “‘Dago Frank” far 
from the scene of the murder about the 
time it was committed, was rushed to 
Gov. Glynn by special messenger. 
The note written by Frank Moss con- 
cerning the two witnesses—Luban and 
Margolis—was placed in the hands of 
Cc. G. F. Wahle, the gunmen’s chief 
counsel, today. 
‘Mr. Moss’ note,” said Wahle, ‘‘shows 
that he didn’t believe Luban was truth- 
ful. Yet he placed him on the stand as 
a witness. We shall get this Rote before 
the Governor as soon as possible.

Two Men, Break Into Speeding 
Rock Island Express Car and 
Imprison William Ahring.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 10.—Blood- 


hounds are searching the vicinity of 


Benton, four miles from here, today, 
in an effort to pick up the trail of 
two robbers who last night broke open 
un express car on a local Rock Island 
train. bound William Ahring, the mes- 
senger, and after locking him in a trunk 
escaped with between $2000 and $3000, 

First news of the robbery was ob- 
tained in this city when railway em- 
ployes, missing the express messenger 
at the station, searched the car. Ahring 
not only was bound, but he had been 
gagged and thrust into the empty trunk. 
Sufficient air came through cracks in 
the trunk and he was in no danger of 
suffocation. 

Ahring asserts that he first noticed 
the robbers at Haskell, Ark., when. 
one of them thrust a revolver through 
a window and kept him covered while 
the other broke open the door, which 
was locked. He says that when the 
two men entered one kept a pistoi 
pointed at him while the other bound 
his hands and feet tightly and after 
adjusting a handkerchief acrosg his 
face, thrust him into the trunk. 

The messenger says that he re- 
members nothing more, after he was 
placed in the trunk and he does not 
know how the safe was opened. His 
watch and a small amount of silver 
money he carried in his pocket were 
missing. 

The train stops at Renton and it is 
believed that the robbers left the 
train at that point, as there was no 
trace of them when the car came up 
to the station platform. 

Express officials admitted that 
some of the money the car had con- 
tained was missing, but they said 
they would not know how much un- 
til the checking was completed and 
they declined to make an estimate.

Believes Closer Study of Indo- 
Chinese Will Shed New 
Light on Our Origin. 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—After a 
thorough study of the people along the 
fringe of Asia, from Siberia to Sumatra, 
in her effort to trace the original 
American, Mrs. Harriet Chalmers Aéd- 
ams, one of America’s foremost wom- 
en explorers in a communication to the 
National Geographic Society today ex- 
presses the opinion that the ancient 
“American” peoples came by sea, pos- 
sibly in broken stages, from Asia. Mra 
Adams has just returned to thig coun- 
try. 
In her communication she says: “This 
earlier immigration, however, was at a 
very remote period, for our prehistoric 
monuments point to an ingenious cul- 
ture. A branch of an old world race, 
these ‘early Americans’ evolved to their 
highest civilization on new world soil” 
New Light on the American. 
Mrs. Adams is confident a closer study 
of the Indo-Chinese branch of the yel- 
low race, the Malay, Chinese and Tib- 
etan, as compared to our prehistoric civ- 
ilization, will shed new light on the 
problem of tracing the original Amer- 
ican. 
Although scientists are said to agree 
that America was peopled by way of 
the Northwest, Mrs. Adams doubts that 
all Americans came this way. In the 
Philippines Mrs. Adams saw Ifugaos 
warriors, who resembled Aymara chiefs 
of the Andean Highlands, in spite of 
the difference in climate. 
“This is not strange when we dass 
the Ifugaos as Malays of the Indo-Chi- 
nese branch of the yellow race and be- 
lieve that ancient America was peopled 
from Asia,” declares Mra. Adama “Not 
only among Malay mountain tribes, bu‘ 
also in Western China was I constantly 
reminded of ‘things American,’ but never 
among a low grade of civilization. It 
was only when among people - ancient 
lineage. 
Sailed Away in iin 
“In olden days great war canoes were 
paddled by many oarsmen from one 
South Sea island to another. It seems 
likely that in this fashion men set sail 
from the Malay Peninsula with thei: 
wives and children, food, household 
goods and domestic animals aboard and, 
aided by wind and tide, reached the 
promised land, some palm fringed isle 
in the tropic sea.” 
Mrs. Adams has records of many small 
boats that, apparently, were blown 
across the Pacific, one of them a Jap- 
anege fishing boat which landed its un- 
willing tmmigrants alive in California 
two years ago,

Here, for instance, is a nude picture I 
painted several days ago. Would you 
call it suggestive?” 

The artist displayed a large canvas of 
a nude female figure. The Judge, jury 
and prosecutor all agreed the picture 
Was not suggestive or improper. 

“Now, wait a minute,"’ said the pro- 
fessor. He left the court and went 
into a side room, reappearing with the 
fame picture slightly pets wet

SENATOR LODGE’S EXAMPLE. : 

“A decent respect to the opinions of mankind, 
says Senator Lodge, quoting Thomas Jefferson's 
reason for the Declaration of Independence, urges 
us to repeal the tolls exemption clause. The 
Senator from Massachusetts thrusts aside all other 
arguments. He declares we have @ right to exempt 
al) our vessels from the payment ‘of tolls be- 
cause the canal belongs to us. He denies that the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty forbids exemption. He 
does not touch the question of subsidies. 

From this standpoint Senator Lodge’s speech is 
strong and convincing. He vigorously sustains 
the President’s view that our foreign relations 
require the wiping out of all discrimination in 
canal tolls in favor of our shipping. He says our 
treatment of foreign questions during recent years 
has earned suspicion and even dislike on the 
part of other nations and that we must regain 
their esteem by a policy of marked fairness. 

_ Senator Lodge’s logic, however, leads irresist- 
ibly to the President’s position that fidelity to 
party obligations demands repeal. If tolls exemp- 
tion is just and fair, if it is unmistakably in ac- 
cord with our party obligations why should it 
be necessary for us to retrace our steps? Surely 
no Government would suspect us of unfairness or 
of faithlessness to obligation in doing what is 
obviously fair and right. 

The truth is, in order to justify tolls exemption, 
we have to assert our opinion against “the opin- 
ions of mankind,” and twist the interpretation 
of the treaty and the meaning of its words to 
our desires and interests. The whole point of 
Senator Lodge’s argument is that the interpre- 
tation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty in our favor | 
would be contrary to “the opinions of mankind” | 
and would earn for us increased suspicion and 
dislike or at least would not dissipate the sus- 
picion and dislike we have incurred. 

Senator Lodge is entirely right in urging that 
we regain our former leadership in equitable deal- 
ings with other nations and in the effort to pro- 
mote good understanding and good will among 
nations. The&doption of the repeal will be far 
reaching it its good effect.

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A TRIUMPH FOR JUDICIAL REFORM. 

The average time required to secure the adjudi- 
cation of a case by the Federal Supreme Court has 
probably not been less than three years gvithin 
the memory of most lawyers still in practice. Often 
it has been four years. 

That the average time is about to be reduce? 
by at least two years is the effect of a most grati- 
fying announcement from Washington. It is said 
that by the time court adjourns in May for the 
summer, it will have all prior cases disposed of 
and be prepared to take up cases filed only one 
year before. This means that public-damning cor- 
porations which resist their legal obligations by 
taking appeals to this court can get im- 


stead of the scandalous delays of which the mill 
tax and terminal suits are typical. 

How has an accomplishment so important to 
the movement for judicial reform been brought 
about? Simply by increased industry on the part 
of the nine Justices. By working hard enough 
in the recent past to dispose of cases at the rate 
of 500 a year, instead of 300; they have gained two’ 
years on the litigation ahead of them. 

This is beginning judicial reform in the right 
place. General criticism of the courts has brought 
nowhere else a response that will have such far- 
reaching effects. It is a reminder to all Judges 
of their own heavy responsibility for present un- 
satisfactory conditions. Added to the measures 
which are being pressed in localities throughout 
the Union for sourt betterments, it means a strik- 
ing improvement in the efficiency and expedition 
of the judicial system. :

Wife Telephones Friend and 
They Make Merry While 
He Is “Dead.” 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April/10.—How 
a gruesome trick was played by a 
suspicious husband to obtain evidence 
against his wife was related in court 
today in the divorce proceedings 
brought by Karl Petersen, a wealthy 
merchant, who feigned death and, while 
lying in his coffin, heard his wife con- 
fess her love for another. 

Suspecting his wife, a comely woman, 
whom he married a year ago, Peter- 
sen went to his country house and there 
persuaded his doctor to telegraph his 
wife that he was dying. Mrs. Peter- 
sen hurried to her husband’s -bedside, 
apparently greatly distressed. Next day 
the doctor pronounced life extinct and 
Petersen was placed in a coffin in a 
room where a telephone had been in- 
stalled. On being left alone with the 
supposed corpse, the “widow’’ tele- 
phoned to one of her husband’s friends 
and, in her husband's hearing, joyfully 
announced the news of his death. 

The friend soon arrived and was em- 
bracing the wife when the supposed 
corpse sprang from the coffin to con- 
front them. Petersen got a decree.

Mrs. Clara B. Carter died at 1 
o’clock in the morning. It was the 
day and hour she had predicted for 

her own death two weeks before. 

Mrs. Carter spent her last hours 
making paper flowers to be used in 
decorating her coffin. She left an ex- 
tended obituary notice of her life, 
with the request that it be published 
in the newspapers. According to this, 
she was born in 1876, in Belleplain, Kan., 
and was converted at Burlinggame, 
Kan., at the age of 16. She was edu- 
cated in the schools of Kansas, and 
came to Grand Junction eight years ago 
since which time she had been prom- 
inent in the upbuilding of the city, 
using every opportunity to advance its 
interests, according to her own state- 
ments. 

Mrs. Carter 
for her burial, 
arranging with the Rev. J. 
to preach her funeral sermon. She 
told him at the time that she was 
certain she would die in plenty of time 
for the funeral services. 

She also told the nurses that she in- 
tended to return to earth in spirit form 
and see how her instructions had been 
carried out. She was especially cheer- 
ful in arranging for her burial and fu- 
neral and took genuine delight in it, ac- 
cording to the nurses. 

She bought a $500 coffin, had her 
grave dug and cemented and picked out 
the gravestone to be placed at her grave. 
The body of her 6-year-old daughter, 
who had beeh buried in Kansas, was 
brought here at her request some time 
ago, to be interred in the grave with 
her. 

Mrs. Carter is survived by twe 
brothers, one residing in Montana 
and the other in Canada. 


AS CAR RUNS PHONES 
TO VARIOUS POINTS 


Connection Is Made With Wire 
on Ties Through Barbs 


and a Steel Brush. 

ABILENE, Tex., April 10.—A tele- 
phonic device for use on rapidly mov- 
ing trains has been invented by George 
Neel of this city. 

Neel, accompanied by Mayor E. N. 
Kirby and others, tried out the appa- 
ratus with success on a handcar on the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad between here 
and Elmdale. The party on the hand- 
car called up places here and talked 
with them. The Voices were distinct. 

A wire is run along the railroad ties 
with cogs or barbs sticking up. The 
wire is sufficiently insulated so as not 
to get short-circuited by the rails, 
which are used on the “ground”. or 
return circuit of the telephone system. 

The wheels of the car act as a 
medium through which the _ return 
circuit enters and a brush of steel 
sweeps over the cogs of the wire on 
the ties, giving the circuit. 

The speed of the train does not af- 
fect the clarity of the voice. 

Neel has experimented with his de- 
vice with success both here and in 
Arizona. While his system works sur- 
prisingly well, one pfoblem is the 
danger of interference with the line 
of cogs on the ties. Mischief-makers 
with a few blows could throw the 
entire system out of order and the 
wires also are in a dangerous position. 

Barring damage by human agency, 
however, the system promises to give 
satisfaction. Neel is going East to 
submit his invention to railroad engi- 
meers of the larger lines.
